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The  Capitol  and  the  Colonial — Milestones  of  Progress 


We  don’t  know  whether  among  the  gods  who 
inhabit  the  heights  of  Parnassus  there  is  one  who 
shelters  under  his  wing  the  movies,  but  if  there 
is  such  a god,  it  must  have  warmed  the  cockles 
of  his  mythological  old  heart  last  week  when  the 
Capitol,  Wilkes-Barre,  and  the  Colonial,  Allen- 
town, threw  open  their  doors  to  the  admiring 
thousands. 

For  here,  truly,  are  veritable  shrines  to  the 
cinema  god — temples  of  amusement  that  enthrall 
the  senses  and  impress  the  beholder  of  their  many 
architectural  and  decorative  beauties  with  a feel- 
ing akin  to  awe.  These  are  not  art  museums  or 
educational  institutions  attracting  the  few,  but 
amusement  places  in  contact  with  the  masses — 
an  artistic  feast  for  the  eye  that  the  many  thou- 
sands will  appreciate  almost  daily — an  aesthetic 
influence  that  will  become  a part  of  their  very 
lives,  just  as  the  motion  picture  itself  has  carved 
its  place  in  their  everyday  existence. 

Nor  is  their  physical  beauty  their  only  dis- 
tinguishing merit.  In  the  safety,  ventilation  and 
comforts  which  they  afford  the  patron,  these 
theatres  are  a step  ahead  of  anything  hitherto 


conceived.  The  spacious  rest  rooms,  smoking 
parlors,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Colonial — a com- 
pletely equipped  infirmary  for  cases  of  sudden 
illness,  are  the  last  word  in  modern  theatre  build- 
ing. 

It  is  not  alone  the  mass  of  movie  goers  who 
benefit  from  the  construction  of  these  palaces, 
however.  The  entire  industry  responds  to  the  di- 
rect influence  of  such  events.  The  opening  of 
theatres  of  the  costliness  of  the  Capitol  and  the 
Colonial  give  to  the  industry  an  added  strength 
and  a permanence  that  is  reflected  in  all  its 
branches.

Opens  Mid  Blaze  of  Splendor 

Many  Film  Men  in  Attendance — Immense  Throng 

Besieges  Doors  of  Sumptuous  Amusement  Palace 


Monday  evening,  October  11th,  marked 
the  opening  of  the  new  Capitol  Theatre, 
Wilkes-Barre,  the  latest,  largest  and 
most  elaborate  addition  to  the  ever-in- 
creasing  chain  of  theatres  operated  by 
the  M.  E.  Comerford  Amusement  Com- 
pany. 

The  doors  were  thrown  open  at  6 P.  M. 
for  the  first  performance,  which  was

The  Capitol  occupies  a site  facing  on 
the  north  side  of  Public  Square  adjoin- 
ing the  Fort  Durkee  Hotel,  long  a rendez- 
vous for  film  men  and  others  engaged  in 
the  theatrical  profession. 

Located  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  which 
in  turn  is  the  heart  of  the  anthracite 
coal  fields,  and  also  the  county  seat  of 
Luzerne  County,  the  Capitol  will  un- 
doubtly  prove  the  popular  playhouse  for 
the  thousands  of  Wyoming  Valley  resi- 
dents who  frequent  Wilkes-Barre,  not 
only  for  business  purposes,  but  for 
amusement  as  well.  The  easy  access  to 
the  theatre  is  an  asset  that  cannot  be 
discounted — few  up-state  theatres  in 
their  respective  towns  enjoying  such  an 
ideal  location  has  been  selected  for  this 
vast  amusement  temple. 

Handsome  Lobby  Permits  of  Conspicuous 
Displays 

The  entrance  is  so  arranged  as  to  al- 
low a diversified  display  of  stills,  photos 
and  other  advertising  accessories  which 
are  sure  to  be  enriched  by  the  costly 
backgrounds  provided.  The  lobby  is  fin- 
ished in  marble  and  ceramic  tile,  this 
finish  continuing  up  the  spacious  stair- 
way leading  to  the  first  mezzanine.  To 
give  tone  to  this  inviting  appearance,  the 
decorations,  including  the  sounding- 
board,  dome  and  other  portions  of  in- 
terior artistry,  are  in  subdued  color 
schemes,  the  prevailing  shades  being  soft 
gray,  rose  and  blue.  The  walls  are  en- 
riched by  a gorgeous  panel  design  tapes- 
tried in  harmony  with  the  entire  interior. 
The  silver-gray  finish  of  the  doors,  cas- 
ings and  individual  sets  are  in  keeping 
with  the  blend  of  decorations. 

Many  Comforts  and  Conveniences 
Provided 

The  first  mezzanine  is  noteworthy  for 
:.ts  numerous  conveniences.  Retiring- 
rooms,  telephone  booths,  rest  alcoves  and 
other  accommodations  will  provide  for 
those  seeking  rest  or  relaxation  from  any 
indisposition  which  may  overtake  them 
while  attending  the  theatre.  The  spa- 
cious quarters  provided  on  this  floor  will 
also  serve  another  purpose,  that  of 
caring  for  any  overflow  that  might  occur 
when  the  2600  seats  are  occupied  before 
the  finale  of  any  of  the  earlier  perform- 
ances. 

From  the  first  mezzanine  a stairway 
graces  the  way  to  the  second  mezzanine, 
where  the  handsomely  furnished  offices  of 
the  management  are  situated.  Commodi- 
ous in  every  respect,  natural  light  is 
enjoyed  in  this  unique  department  of  the 
mammoth  structure. 


The  Auditorium  and  Stage 

The  entire  auditorium  in  front  of  the 
balcony  lighted  by  a new  effect  that  will 
lend  its  rays  from  the  balcony  front 
where  concealed  reflectors  send  forth  a 
gusher  of  rays.  This  eliminates  any 
glare  or  reflection  which  often  affects 
those  seated  in  the  rear  of  a theatre  be- 
yond the  balcony  edge.  This  new  sys- 
tem of  lighting  illuminates  the  prosce- 
nium arch,  private  boxes,  sounding  board, 
etc.,  thus  adding  a lustre  to  the  hand- 
some mural  decorations  that  arrest  the 
eye. 

The  balcony  arrangement  is  quite  as 
distinctive  as  many  of  the  other  new 
features  characterizing  the  house.  Spa- 
cious aisles,  divided  by  a series  of  hand- 
some brass  railings,  are  so  arranged  as 
to  care  for  any  private  parties  wishing  to 
occupy  the  loges.  The  seats  throughout 
the  hou  ;e  are  large,  comfortable  and  are 
so  arranged  as  to  assure  the  utmost  com- 
fort even  to  the  most  critical. 

The  stage,  said  to  be  one  of  the  most 
perfectly  arranged  in  the  country,  is 
lighted  by  the  X-ray  illumination,  an  in- 
novation in  the  Wilkes-Barre  region,  and 
all  other  appliances  are  equally  as  mod- 
ern in  their  design,  thus  assuring  com- 
plete satisfaction  from  the  very  impor- 
tant functions  that  the  stage  is  called 
upon  to  provide. 

Novel  Lighting  Effects 

The  lighting  of  the  theatre  has  been 
carefully  planned.  Indirect  lights  will 
cast  their  rays  in  various  color  schemes 
from  the  dome,  ceiling,  cove  and  balcony 
and  are  so  arranged  that  a dimmer  effect 
can  be  applied  from  the  brightest  glare 
to  a glowing  graduation  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  any  stage-setting,  fade- 
outs,  etc. 

The  heating  and  ventilating  system  is 
thoroughly  modern,  being  that  of  the 
Webster  vacuum  type  and  was  installed 
at  a great  expense.  The  hot  blast  ar- 
rangement for  use  in  the  cold  season  will 
supply  thirty  cubic  feet  of  warm,  fresh 
air  to  each  occupant  every  minute,  and 
in  the  summer  season  the  chilled  fresh 
air  will  be  supplied  in  the  same  propor- 
tion by  a huge  fan  installed  under  the 
auditorium  and  supplied  by  an  air  duct 
from  the  roof  of  the  building  thus  as- 
suring purity.  The  ducts  that  will  carry 
the  warm  and  cold  air  throughout  the 
theatre  are  so  arranged  to  kill  any  pos- 
sible chance  of  a draught  on  the  audi- 
ences. 

Exits  that  lead  the  way  in  easy  ac- 
cess back  to  the  heart  of  the  city  are  so 


arranged  to  meet  any  emergency  and 
their  construction  gives  every  evidence 
of  being  planned  under  the  same  scrutiny 
that  prevailed  even  to  the  most  delicate 
part  of  the  theatre. 

The  floor-coverings,  tapestries,  and 
other  material  interior  decorations  have 
been  selected  with  a care  that  denotes 
delicacy  of  thought  and  no  regard  as  to 
expense. 

The  site  of  the  theatre  proper  is  on 
a plot  enclosed  by  Public  Square  and 
East  Market  Street  and  is  diagonally 
across  from  the  Savoy  and  sets  side-to 
side  with  the  Strand,  although  facing  in 
an  entirely  different  direction,  the  older 
and  smaller  house  being  fronting  on 
East  Market  Street. 

Policy  of  the  Capitol 

Special  Music  a Feature 

The  management  lays  particular  stress 
on  the  musical  programs  to  be  rendered 
each  day.  In  addition  to  the  eighteen- 
piece  orchestra,  a very  modern  and  spe- 
cially constructed  Kimball  organ  will  fur- 
nish the  accompaniment  to  the  programs 
and  overtures. 

Continuous  Shows  Daily 

The  policy  of  the  house  as  announced 
for  the  opening  is  motion  pictures,  vaude- 
ville and  concert  attractions.  Opening- 
each  day  at  1 P.  M.,  the  program  will  run 
continuously  until  11.  The  opening  day, 
however,  the  first  performance  was  com- 
menced at  7 o’clock  P.  M. 

Popular  Prices  Prevail 

The  scale  of  prices  is  in  popular  accord 
with  the  masses  from  which  the  Capitol 
will  draw  its  audiences.  Matinees  will  be 
scheduled  as  follows:  Balcony,  20  cents; 
orchestra,  30  cents.  Evenings,  balcony, 
30  cents;  orchestra,  50  cents. 

Opening  Attractions 

That  the  picture  is  the  chief  attraction 
nowadays  in  houses  of  a mixed  program 
policy,  was  evident  in  the  opening  pro- 
grams arranged  for  the  Capitol. 

Norma  Talmadge,  in  her  recent  First 
National  release  “Yes  Or  No?”,  was  the 
offering  for  the  first  three  days,  with  a 
Paramount-Mack  Sennett  comedy,  “It’s 
A Boy,”  as  a supplemented  film  feature. 
The  bill  rounded  out  with  the  following- 
vaudeville:  Grace  Adamas,  prima  donna, 
operatic  star;  Emery  Quintette,  musi- 
cians; Primrose  Revue,  black-face  min- 
straly. 

The  second  half  of  the  week  featured

“Metro’s  first  Buster  Keaton  comedy,

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Colonial , Allentown , Magnificent 
Photo-Play  Temple  Has 

Auspicious  Opening 

Gala  Occasion  Attended  by  Men  Prominent  in  Film  and 

Theatrical  Circles.  Beauty  of  New  Structure  Arouses  Admiration 


Costing  over  $800,000  and  seating  two 
thousand  persons,  the  Colonial  Theatre, 
Allentown,  the  newest  addition  to  the 
Wilmer  and  Vincent  chain  of  theatres, 
threw  open  its  doors  October  11th  to  an 
overflow  crowd  that  found  little  time  to 
see  the  picture  entertainment,  so  ab- 
sorbed was  it  in  admiring  the  beauties 
and  the  many  innovations  of  this  sump- 
tuous temple  of  amusement. 

The  Colonial,  Allentown,  fairly  beggars 
the  vocabulary  of  praise.  The  architec- 
tural beauty,  the  interior  decorations, 
the  magnificent  appointments  and  the 
many  conveniences  arranged  for  the  pa- 
trons place  this  theatre  on  the  same 
plane  with  the  Capitol  and  the  Rivoli  in 
New  York  City.  The  front  of  the  the- 
atre, of  stately  and  imposing  appear- 
ance, is  set  off  by  a marble  ticket  office  in 
the  foreward  part  of  the  lobby  and 
flanked  on  both  sides  by  copper  display 
frames  reaching  to  the  ceiling.  It  is  the 
main  lobby,  however,  that  first  arouses 
the  outspoken  admiration  of  all  who  see 
it.  This  lobby  is  a feast  for  the  eye — a 
dream  of  marble  and  beveled  glass — one 
of  the  most  beautiful  ever  conceived. 
Three  great  hanging  chandeliers  light 
the  main  ramp,  an  inclined  walk  leading 
to  five  sets  of  panel  doors  which  open  into 
the  lower  foyer.  The  upper  incline  at 
the  left  of  the  main  lobby  leads  to  the 
mezzanine  foyer.  From  the  mezzanine 
foyer  one  obtains  an  unobstructed  view 
of  all  the  splendors  of  the  main  lobby. 
The  mezzanine  foyer  leads  into  the  main 
mezzanine  floor,  in  the  center  of  which 
is  a half  well  looking  down  upon  the 
auditorium.  The  color  scheme  of  this 
floor  as  displayed  in  the  rest  of  the  the- 
atre, is  gold  and  mulberry.  On  the  left 
of  the  main  mezzanine  floor  is  a fully 
equipped  ladies’  rest  room  with  a maid 
in  attendance.  To  the  right  is  a gen- 
tlemen’s smoking  room,  and  close  by  is 
a fully  equipped  infirmary  with  a trained 
nurse  in  charge.  Twenty-six  exits  in 
the  theatre  help  to  assure  perfect  safety. 

Stage  Equipment  Most  Modern  Devised 

The  stage  equipment  is  a marvel  of 
completeness.  The  lighting  effects  are 
controlled  from  the  manager’s  office  and 
the  operating  booth,  as  well  as  the  stage. 
In  the  event  of  the  city  light  supply 
failing,  the  theatre  is  furnished  with  a 
large  storage  battery  equipment  that  can 
keep  all  light  and  power  in  operation  for 


twenty-four  hours.  A Glifograph  screen 
is  used,  banked  by  rich  hanging  draper- 
ies of  Monk’s  cloth,  blending  with  the 
general  color  scheme  of  the  house.  The 
booth  is  equipped  with  Powers  6B  ma- 
chines and  has  a roominess  and  conve- 
niences found  in  few  smaller  projection 
rooms. 

Organ  and  Orchestra  Supply  Music 

The  pictures  are  accompanied  by  a ten- 
piece  orchestra  and  an  Estey  organ,  the 
largest  in  the  state,  at  the  console  of 
which  presides  William  Mellette.

Any  attempt  by  the  Stanley  Com- 
pany to  boycott  or  intimidate  any  indi- 
vidual user  of  Fox  films,  according  to 
this  statement,  will  be  met  by  “every 
legal  right  and  every  legal  remedy  at  our 
disposal.”  This  advertisement,  which  re- 
produces a letter  sent  by  the  Fox  Film 
Company  to  the  Stanley  Company,  also 
carries  a letter  sent  by  Fox  to  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  the  Motion  Picture 
Industry  in  which  Mr.  Fox  sets  forth 
his  views  on  booking  companies,  together 
with  the  Stanley  Company’s  reply  to  Mr. 
Fox’s  letter. 

In  their  reply,  which  is  signed  by  Mor- 
ris Wolfe,  of  Wolf,  Block  and  Schorr,  at- 
torneys for  the  Stanley  Company,  they 
deny  the  statements  contained  in  the  Fox 
letter  and  insist  that  they  have  simply 
exercised  the  prerogative  of  every  ex- 
hibitor to  select  that  product  which  is 
best  suited  to  their  houses,  and  which 
they  can  obtain  on  the  most  advantageous 
terms.  They  deny  emphatically  that  the 
exhibitors  in  this  territory  are  interfered 
with  in  their  dealings  with  Fox  and  de- 
clare that  the  exhibitors  are  free  to  deal 
with  any  company  they  see  fit.
